[(CHARD 8. CHILDS, secretary and treas- 
R urer of the National Short Ballot Asso- 
, ciation, student of and expert on municipal 
government, who is to address the, St. Louis Board 
of Freeholders, has not made a very close study 
of either the system in vogue in St. Louis nor 
the results of that system which it is deemed 
desirable to remedy. The reason he has not done 
so is that he does not think it necessary. So he 
informed a reporter who asked him if he would 
tell the people of St. Louis, through the Post- 
Dispatch, what, in his opinion, would be the ideal 
form of government for their city. 

“The reason it isn’t necessary,” said Mr. Childs, 
“is because human vature is the same the world 
over. The troubles of St. Louis are merely those 
of every other city which has attempted a gov- 
ernment by the people and established a system 
by which the people are so hopelessly confused 
by the great number of offices they must fill and 
by the numerous ramifications into which respon- 
sibility for the doing of things is divided that 
they have practically no voice in the conduct 
What St. Louis needs, just as 
every other city in the country needs, is a sys- 
tem by which the responsible officers are, by the

“The problem is to get a government for St. 
Louis which will, with almost automatic preci- 
sion, be exactly what the people want it to be. 
The problem is not to devise a government which 
will automatically be good government.

We have invented checks and balances; if the 
Council was corrupt, we gave the Mayor power 
to veto the Council. Then we tied the hands and

oT} modern charter maker goes about his 
business on a different principle. He 

recognizes that the privilege of an 
official to decide things right must also imply 
the privilege to decide things wrong, and he is 
content with such safeguards and checks as a) 
banking house would put upon its employes. A, 
bank c#not prevent an employe from putting a 
roll of bills in his pocket and walking out. All 
it attempts to do is to maintain a system which | 
will establish very definitely the identity of the ‘ 
culprit. 

“There are certain respects in which I belicve 
the peole of St. Louis can be more effective than 
they are new, if they obtain a new charter on 
the right lines. 

“First, you can get a plan that will make the 
citizens 100 per cent efficient in the performance 
of their functions at tae polls, without calling 
upon them to devote any abnormal and frenzied 
effort to caeir task. 

“Obviously this is simply another way of say- 
ing that your charter should provide for the short 
ballot. The number of officials which the aver- 
age citizen will keep track of is five, at the most. 
The experience with commission governed cities, 
where they have the nonpartisan ballot, shows 
that the average man tinds no special difficulty 
ir. picking out his favorite five men during the 
campaign and remembering their names and 
marking his choice when he gets into the voting 
booth, without requiring any guidance in the 
shape of a party label.

are no elections at large from such units as our 
states or our nation. Everywhere among the suc- 
cessful democracies is the unbroken custom to 
keep the district down to @ size that will permit a 
man to run for office on his own initiative with- 
out apybody’s permission, without the expendi- 
ture of sums that are beyond a typical citizen’s 
resources, with a reasonable chance of success. 
“This is ‘the theory of wieldy districts.’ The 
City of St. Louis, as a whole, is tot a ‘wieldy dis- 
trict,’ and to make political machines absolute- 
ly superfluous you must divide up the town into 
electoral units of such size that a typical candi- 
date will not be overwhelmed by the problem of 
how to get in touch with the electorate, but will 
be able to cover his quota of voters with his ap- 
peals without spending a fortune of his own, or 
a fortune belonging to anybody else, and without 
putting himself in debt to anyhody who is pro- 
prietor of any established semi-private organiza- 
tion, such as a political machine or a newspaper.

advantages which the independent candi- 

date cannot easily duplicate. The reason 
that ward politics are so successfully rotten now- 
adays is because the offices selected from wards 
are so insignificant that little attention is given 
them. Change the situation by making the ward- 
elected office really important and his selection 
a matter for universal, earnest debate,.and you 
will find an instant change.

the Mayor may veto it. 

“In the matter of appointments the Federal 
plan provides that the Council must confirm the 
nominations of the Mayor for the appointive of- 
fices.

Besides the guest 
of honor the speakers were Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Columbia; 
John W, Cunliff, associate director, and 
John L. Heaton, an editorial writer for 
the World. Leon Fraser, who will be 
graduated this year, was toastmaster. 

Among thé most enthusiastic of the 
seekers of journalistic knowledge at the 
dinner were four young women. 

Dr. Butler congratulated the faculty 
and students on the success of the first 
year. In his remarks he referred to Col. 
Henry. Watterson as one “who is an 
enterprising and amusing man still.’ 
Hie said that to watch the clash be- 


tween journalism and history was a; 


most interesting pastime and advised 

the students to hold fast to the human 

interest side of their profession. 
Foundation Broad and Deep. 

In speaking of the school itself, Cur- 
liff said: “From the generosity with 
which he provided for this school, Mr. 
Pulitzer might well have established it 
as a separate institution. But instead 
he sought for some years to connect 
it with some great university. He saw 
that if you wish to bufld high you must 
lay your foundations broad and deep. 

‘“T want you to realize how great an 
idea Mr. Pulitzer had. It was the 
thing that had a lasting import that he 
wanted. He wished to send forth eda- 
cated men into the profession who 
would make a higher, a nobler Com- 
monwealth.”. 

Heaton spoke of the changes in the 
profession. He said that many of the 
old and bad traditions had passed away, 
such as the tradition of drunkenness, 
the tradition of patronage. He pointed 
out that in the last 30 years there had 
been a constant: improvement in the 
character of the men, that now ths 

spaper man was a clean-cut type of

“The career of Joseph Pulitzer,’’ he 
continued, “has had a great deal to do 
With the increase of idealism in the 
profession." 

Dr. Williams said that “Service” !s 
the one call of the journalist, that he 
must not look for material rewards, 
but for the reward of a consciousness 
of work well done. “It ‘matters little 
what happens to the individual,’’ said 
he, “so long as he carries the high 
standard a little farther on.”’

Made-in-St. Louls memorial exercises, 
the new idea in which is the participa- 
tion of veterans of both the Blue and 
the Gray, will have their first trial this 
afternoon in a parade of all the military 
organizations of the city, with survivors 
of the Northern and Seuthern armies 
of the Civil War marching side by side. 
J. C. Brown, chairman of the municipal 
council of Spanish War Veterans, is the 
author of the innovation. 

Reconciliation services will follow at 
the Coliseum, during which the cause 
of peace will be advocated by clergy- 
meff and addresses delivered by Gov. 
Major and Mayor Kiel. 

Major Allan B. Showers received 4 
letter during the week containing a4 
resolution adopted at the State En- 
campment of the G. A. R., which ended 
at St. Joseph Thursday. The resolution 
endorsed the St. Louis reconciHation 
idéa ‘and instructed Missouri’ delegates 
te the National: G. A. R. Encampment 
to introduce it there. 3 

New National Movement. 

Chairman Brown stated that he 
would recommend the new memorial 
feature at the national encampment 
of Spanish War Veterans which meets 
at Buffalo, N. Y., next September. 
Maj. Showers predicts that the move- 
ment will become national on Memo- 
vial Day, 1914. 

Pupils from the public schools to 
the number of 4000 and 1000 from the 
parochial schools will march in the 
parade and will sing “America” and 
“The Star Spangled Banner” in chorus 
at the Coliseum. 

The parade will start at Grand ave- 
nue and Lindell boulevard at 2 o’clock 
and march east to Theresa avenue, 
north to Locust street, east to Jef- 
ferson avenue and north to the Coli- 
seum.

In the light cast by automobile lamps, 
30 men with shovels toiled from 7:30 un- 


five feet deep and 30 feet long to drain 
a pond on the farm of William 8S. Bar- 
ron, secretary the Barron-Crawford 


Construction He lives on the Price 
road, three miles west of Clayton. 

When the water began to escape 
through the trench the workers and 
about a hundred men and women living 
in the neighborhood or arriving in mo- 
tor cars pressed about the banks of the 
pond. When it had emptied itself the 
motor car lamps showed lying there the 
body of Barron’s daughter, Beatrice, 
3% years old. 

The child was left\at home for the aft- 
ernoon in the care of a nurse. Mrs. 
Barron and an older daughter, Harriet, 
came to St. Louis.| Barron went to a 
meet of the St. Louis County Trapshoot- 
ers’ Association on Etzel and Ferguson 
avenues, wheré he was one of the con- 
testants. 

The little girl [was missed by the 
nurse at about 2 o'clock. She spread 
an alarm, as the child had twice before 
wandered from the house and had once 
been found a mile away. Barron was 
informed of what had happened. He 
dropped his rifle and hurried home. 

Because of Beatri¢ce’s former rovings, 
no one thought of the pond. Constables 
and neighbors searched the vicinity— 
halting every motorist who passed to 
ask if anything had been seen of the 
missing child. 

Coroner Bopp happened to pass the 
Barron home in his| motor car at 7:30 
o'clock and at once suggested that the 
pond be dragged. It was decided it 
would be easier to drain it into the 
lower’ land nearby, and volunteers to 
dig a ditch were called for. Some who 


l answered were members of automobile 


parties which had learned of the child’s 
disappearance. 

Because of the darkness, Bopp’s 
and Sheriff Bode’s automobiles were 
wheoled into position so that their 
lamps wouid enable the excavators to 
see, and as other cars arrived they 
were pressed into service. Under the 
yellow glare of powerful electric and 
acetylene lights the somber work 
went on. 

The child’s body was found beneath 
a springboard which extended eight 
feet beyond the bank. It was thought 
she toddlied out upon the board and 
began to teeter herself upon it when 
she lost her balance and fell into the 
water, which in that spot was five feet 
deep.

Doctor Believes Champion Had 
Heart Trouble—Pastor Just

CALGARY, Alberta, May 2.—lIarther 
McCarty, 21 years old, once a Nebraska 
cowpuncher, is dead from a chance 
blow landed by Arthur Pelkey in the 


region of the solar plexus in a prize 
fight before 10,000 persons at Tommy 
Burns’ arena near here this afternoon. 
Eight minutes after the claimant to 
the white heavyweight championship 
had taken the count of ten from Ref- 
eree Ed Smith of Chicago he was dead. 
Pelkey delivered the fatal blow after 
exactly one minute and forty-five sec- 
onds of fighting time. Pelkey tonight 
was arrested by Northwest Mounted 
policemen on the charge of manslaugh- 


gy ~ 


ter and released a short time later on 
$10,000 bail. 

There had been one or two mixups of 
an inconsequential kind, then came @ 
clinch. Referee Smith separated them. 
Both squared off, neither seeming the 
worse for the clinch. Suddenly McCarty 
was seen to double ur in a crouching at- 
titude. To the spectators it looked us if 
his crouch simply was a fighting pose. 
He crouched lower and lower, his eyes 
rolling; then he collapsed and fell ful! 
length on the floor. 

The referee, assuming that McCarty 
had been knocked out, stood over him 
to count off the fatal seconds. It was 
the final count for the young fighter. 
Pelkey, winner of today’s battle at such 
heavy cost, stood at one side of his 
fallen adversary. He scarcely could 
teatize what had happened. By this 


He called for a doctor; several re- 
sponded. The Northwest Mounted po- 
lice were called in to clear the ring of 
the crowd, which had swarmed over the 
ropes. The physicians worked over the 
stricken man for eight minutes, and 
then they said he was dead, but con- 
tinued their efforts to resuscitate him 
by artificial respiration for more than 
an hour, 

A few minutes before McCarty 
died the 10,000 men in the arena had 
peen a howling mob, but the news 
of the tragedy checked the spirits of 
the spectatorg and they filed quietly 
out of the arena, . 

Both men apparently were in 
splendid condition, when they en- 
tered the ring. McCarty was the 
first to climb over the ropes. He 
was laughing and joking with his 
friends and assistants and apparent- 
ly in a confident mood. A few min- 
utes later Pelkey appeared, Both 
men were cheered, Pelkey, a strong 
local favorite, recelving the greater 
volume of plaudits. The men ghook 
hands, were photographed ana the 
pout started at 1:05 (mountain time.) 

The men sparred cautiously at the 
opening, both handling themselves 
well, There were severa] mixups of 
ne consequence, then Pelkey jabbed 
McCarty on the jaw. It was. a stir 
blow and McCarty winced under it, 
but smiled, Then, after a minute of

Aviator Alights on South Side 
While Crowd Awaits Him 
on River Front.

About 200 persons, some of them 
women, stood from 6 until 6 o’clock yes- 
terday evening on the levee at the foot 
of Market street and exchanged specu- 
lations as to what had happened to Tony 
Jannus, aviator, who was due to end 
there a 250-mile flight from Paducah, 
Ky. 

At last a messenger informed them 
that he had been driven down by lack 
of gasoline and lubricating cil, and that 
he had alighted at 4:56 o’clock at 
the foot of Cherokee street. 

Accerding to the aviator’s log, he left 
Paducah at 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and flew down the Ohio River to 
Cairo, where he did not stop. He turned 
north and arrived at Cape Girardeau at 
12:50 o’clock, where he had dinner and 
refilled his fuel tanks. 

Leaving there at 2:22 o'clock he flitted 
dewn to the surface of the water off Ste. 
Genevieve te refill his tanks from a 
vessel filled with gasoline which he had 
embarked at Cape Girardeau. 

Eleven minutes later, at 3:56 o’clock, 
he soared again into the air. At 4:50 
o'clock he passed Jefferson Barracks, 
flying 100 feet in the alr at great speed. 
He alighted in the water off Cherokee 
street six minutes later. His actual fly- 
ing time was four hours and 13 minutes. 

He was accompanied on the flight by 
a mechanician.

Louis for several years, was to have 
made the river flight with Janus, but 
was reluctantly persuaded by her par- 
ents to remain on terra firma.

Thirty-three persons—most of them — 
women—were killed by the shivered

A section of the auditorium, which 
went down in the crash, with the

The dead, many of whom are outt 
unidentified tonight, were laid in the 
National Guard Armory, while the © 
njured were hurried to various hos- 
pitals in this city and Los Angeles. 

All the doctors in the city are working 
tonight. Their efforts are reinforced by 
surgeons and nurses who came from Los 
Angeles, when appeals fer aid were sent 
to that city, shortly after noon today. — 

The accident occurred a few minutes 
before 12 o’clock. The Empire Day pa- 
rade, the principal featu~s of the cele- 
bration in honor of the late Queen Vic- 
toria’s birth anniversary, had just ended. 
The participants, with thousands of 
other visitors, were crowding up the 
steps of the pier and surging toward 
the auditorium, when the pier floor 
sagged. An instant later the supports 
gave way. The crack and groan of 
breaking timbers mingled with the 
shrieks and cries of the victims as all 
went down into a mass of broken 
wood and writhing human forms on the 
sand. 

Virtually the entire landing of the 
plier was wrecked and a portion of the 
auditorium front also fdl. 

The cause of the accident was the 
overburdening of the pier. This, ac- 
cording to an official statement to- 
night, was due to the delay in 
unlocking the doors. Had the doors © 
been unlocked at the proper time, it. 
was asserted, the crowd would have — 
gotten into the auditorium, instead 
of massing at the doors, where ths 
weight overwhelmed the plier sup- 
ports.

St. Louis citizens owning summer 
homes alang the Mississippi River be- 
tween Jefferson Barracks and Chesley 
Island and other residents are much 
wrought up over the dumping of city 
garbage into the river between the bar- 
racks and Cliff Cave Station. The 
practice, begun in the spring, they say, 
of dumping the garbage into the river, 
instead of taking it to Chesley Island, 
has caused thern to start a concerted 
actton to have it remedied. 

Robert Lungstras, vice-president of the 
Lungstras Dyeing and Cleaning Co., who 
owns a summer home at Cliff Cave Sta- 
tion, is in charge of the movement. He 
said: last night the conditions were be- 
coming unbearable. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 
Lungstras to his place overlooking the 
river, yesterday afternoon. At 6:05 p. 
m. they saw the, first signs of the 
garbage floating down the river within 
ten feet of the Missouri side. On the 
west side of the river the current is 
swiftest. In a few minutes a solid 
stream of all sorts of debris was float- 
ing down. This- continued until 6:25 p. 
m., when the steamer Erastus Wells 
appeared around the bend, pushing a 
large, flat scow. One-half of the garb- 
age which had been on the scow had 
been pushed into the river. The other 
half of the. scow was piled four feet 
high with garbage. 

Gerbage Washed Off Deck. 
Two powerful streams of water were 


being used to wash it off the deck. A 
steady stream of garbage was flowing 
into the river. As the boat approached 
Cliff Cave Station the odor became 
noticeable. When it arrived in front of 
the station the stench was permeating 
the air. At this point the boat stopped 
and turned around. 

The peddies were kept moving just 
fast enough ‘to keen the boat from be- 
ing carried down the river by the cur- 
rent. They stayed in this place for ” 
minutes with a continual stream of gar- 
bage dropping into the water. When 
the barge wags more than three-fourths 
emptied, the boat started slowly back 
up the river, never having gotten near- 
er than nine miles to Chesley Island. 

Along the river banks the debris was 
settled in pools and in places had been 
washed up n the bank. Residents 
there say that when the low water and 
hot weather come it will be unbear- 
able. 

The matter will be placed before the 
Federal officials in an effort to force 
the city to take the refuse to Chesley 
Island. 

The disposal of the garbage is under 
the direction of the Board of Public 
Improvements. Edmund R. Kinsey, 
president of the board, said last night 
that refuse from the city was being 
dumped in the river by orders from the 
board. 

To Be Dumpeg 30 Miles Down. 

“It has been dumped there since the 
Illinois Reduction Co. last February for- 
feited the contract for disposing of the 
garbage,” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Conditions were, and have 
continued to be, such that the river 


was the only place we could dispose ! 


of .it. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted to send the refuse 30 miles down 
the river and dump it into the water. 
This.will be inaugurated within a week. 
We have been unable to dispose of the 
garbage at.Chesley Island. 

When the reduction company at Stall- 
ings, Tll.,, went into bankruptcy, plans 
Were made to take the refuse to Ches- 
ley Island. A number of visits were 
made to the island by city officials to 
complete the arrangements. It’ had 
been generally supposed that*the gar- 
bage was being taken to the island until 
the action of the residents along the 
river revealed otherwise.

received the blow which caused his 
death. The referee separated the 
fighters. 

. Orouches, Then He Falls. 

McCarty stood near his corner, with 
Pelkey near the center of the ring. 
Both men were feinting. Suddenly, 
McCarty assumed what seemed to be 
a crouching position. He was in this 
attitude probably ten seconds, then 
his eyes rolled and he fell. The ref- 
eree and the crowd thought it was a 
knockout and the official, after mak- 
ing the customary count, held up the 
hand of Pelkey to indicate he had 
been deciared the winner. 

McCarty’s seconds had rushed to 
his side and began to work over him. 
After a few seconds there were calls 
for a physician. Even then the 
crowd did not realize the seriousness 
of his condition. A few minutes later 
his death was announced, 

James Short, King’s Counsel, 
stated that an information would be 
placed against Pelkey and possibly 
some of those closely associated 
with the game. Under the laws of 
Alberta every spectator is liable to 
arrest for manslaughter. 

Virtually the last words McCarty 
heard were from a minister. The 
pastor of a local church had entered 
the ring, and after saying there was 
nothing brutal in the preliminar‘es, 
asked the spectators to think that 
they were daily engaged in a similar 
fight in life. The minister said he 
aid not disapprove of boxing and 
concluded by inviting all to church 
Sunday. 

Due to Heart Trouble. 

The physician who attended Me- 
Carty and who made the thorough 
examination after death contends the 
collapse: was due either to organic 
heart trouble or to paralysis of the 
heart. He said that owing to his 
condition a blow over the heart was 
sufficient to cause death. 

William McCarney, McCarty’s man- 
ager, burst into tears when told Mc- 
Carty was dead. 

“All that I have to say ifs that 
Luther was the cleanest and best 
boy I ever had anything to do with,” 
he said. 

“I am very sorry,” said Tommy 
Burns, manager of Pelkey. “It is 
one of those things which cannot be 
helped and my sympathy goes to 
Pelkey, too. He was no more re- 
sponsible for what happened than «@ 
man would be who was a mile away 
from the ring.” 

Pelkey was too overcome by the 
tragedy to make a_ statement, 

Reféree Smith said it was not a hard 
blow that killed McCarty. 

Smith’s version of the fight was that 
Pelkey had landed two snappy ieft jom 
and a straight left,as McCarty rushed 
into clinch. They broke and Pelkey 
shot in a short right hook’to the neigh- 
borhood of the heart. McCarty again 
clinched and they broke without a blow 
being struck. It was then that McCarty 
toppled to the floor. 

McCarty had trained to 200 pounds 
for today’s contest while Pelkey out- 
weighed him by 10 pounds. McCarty 
was the favorite, but Pelkey was not 
without his backers, who declared a 
“great big surprise was in store” for 
the young champion. 

An autopsy on McCarty was held this 
evening. Coroner Costello swore in the 
jury and adjourned the inquest until 
Monday afternoon at 4 o’clock. Mo- 
Carty was not medically examined just 
before the fight and had not been ex- 
amined since last Monday, when he was 
reported physically fit. 


MeCarty’s First Big Fight in Mis- 
souri; He Was a Weak Hitter. 

Luther McCarty was born at Hast- 
ings, Neb., March 17, 1893. His fath- 
er was an Indian half-breed and his 
mother of Irish extraction. Standing 
a trifle over 6 feet 8 inches, he was 
physically powerful, yet a compars- 
tively weak hitter. His best blow was 
a right uppereut, which he used al- 
most continually in clinches. 
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a 
some note as a cowpuncher. He be- 
gan fighting in 1910, but.it was not 
until 1911 that he appeared in a bout 
worth a record. 

McCarty's record begins with 2a 
seYies of séven knockouts, all of per- 
sons little known to fame as pugi- 
lists. 

The last of this series was against 
08 Cox of Springfield, Mo., where 
MoCarty made his home in December, 
1911. 

McCarty’s record then received a 
setback. Before the end of the year 
he was really outpointed by Jeff 
Clarke, a Joplin middleweight, and 
was held to a draw by Harry Wuest, 
a Cincinnati light heavyweight. 

In 1912 McCarty began his knock- 
out career again, trimming Jack Har- 
per, “Big Bill” Schultz, the German 
wrestler of St. Louis, and Joe Hagan 
without attracting any real notoriety. 

But suddenly McCarty flared into 
flame by knocking out Carl Morris, 
then esteemed one of the most prom- 
ising of the white hopes of the coun- 
try, May 8, 1912. at Springfield, Mo. 

He knocked out Jack Reed and

He retrieved his 
reputation by beating the pick of 
the white hopes, Kauffman, Flynn 
and Palzer in turn ~ 

McCarty’s best battle was with Al 
Palzer at Los Angeles last New Year's 
day, when he defeated the conqueror 
of Bombardier Wells in 18 rounds. 
His last fight, previous to the fatal 
battle of today, was his 10-rourid vic- 
tory over Frank Moran in New York 
April 80. 

Arthur Pelkey, a French-Canadian, 
was not considered seriously as a 
championship possibility among the 
heavyweights until Tommy Burns, 
the former champion, took hold of 
him six weeks ago. 

While néver a clever boxér, Pelkey has 
been noted as a terrific slugger, with a 
knockout -blow with either hand.

DIDN’T GET MAN A JOB 
Note Alleged to Have Been Giv- 


en on Judge’s Promise to 
Get Man Place.

NEW YORK, May 2.—The New York 


World today (Sunday) prints the fol- 
lowing sensational story of financial 
transactions between Supreme Court 
Justice Cohalan and John A. Connolly, 


a Well known Democratic politician: 
Confronted with the threat of 


en action at law, Supreme Court 
Justice Daniel Florence Cohalan, 
legal and political adviser 
of Charles F. Murphy, Tammany boss, 
surrendered Thursday last in his cham- 
bers a note for $4000 made in his favor 
more than two years ago by John A. 
Connolly, formerly his: warm personal 
friend. 

This note was made and delivered to 
Cohalan in April, 1911, in return for Co- 
halan’s express promise that he would 
obtain for Connolly some lucrative po- 
litical position. 

Justice Cohalan failed to keep that 
promise, made more than two years ago, 
though, according to Connolly, it was 
the only consideration for the $4000 —ee. 
Connolly gave to Cohalan. 

The surrender of the note was Jus- 
tice Cohalan’s only reply to a letter 
written to him by Lyman BD. Warren, 
a lawyer of %1 Broadway, Corinolly’s 
counsel. This letter demanded the re- 
turn of the note, and warned Justice 
Cohalan that unless it was surrendered 
within 48 hours he would become the 
defendant in an action for its surren- 
der and cancellation, with John A. Con- 
nolly as the plaintiff. 

Letter Sent to Judge. 

The letter in Warren’s own handwrit- 
ing was delivered to Justice Cohalan 
Tuesday morning at the Justice’s home, 
99 East Ninety-fourth street, by a clerk 
from Warren’s office. This step marked 
the culminating point in the differences 
‘that have existed between Justice Co- 
halan and Connolly for seven years. 
The letter read as follows: 

“NEW YORK, May 159, 1918. 

“Hon. Daniel F. Cohalan, 

“My dear Judge: I have been con- 
Sulted by Mr, John A. Connolly in ,re- 
gard to & promissory note made by him 
and delivered to you in April, 1911, said 
note bearing. date April 5,- 1911, for $4000 
and accompanied by an estopped affi- 
davit....His. statement to.mé being that 
.said note was given by him upon your 
| express promise to procure him «@ posi- 
tion which you have failed to do, al- 
though more apn two years have now 
elapsed. 

‘‘He states to me this.note was. given 
‘you after.you had had some differences 
arising, with. the conduct of the Victor 
. Heating Co., which had been. thereto- 
fore adjusted. 

“If this: statement is correct, I have 
advised him that he has the right to 
recelve back this note, it being an obli- 
gation which might be enforced against 
him, and he has requested me to bring 
suit for the surrender and cancellation 
of this paper, but as experience has 
taught me there is always two sides to 
most controversies, I declined to bring 
lan action until I had requested a return 
of the document, and hence this letter 
is sent you. requesting the return of the 
same, with the estopped affidavit ac- 
companying it. I am leaving for the 
Court of Appeals in the morning and 
shall return on Wednesday, at which 
time I trust I may havea reply to this 
communication, 

“The note and affidavit can be deliv- 
ered at my office. Unless I hear from 
you on or before Thursday morning, I 
shall treat your silence as a refusal, and 
I am instructed by Mr. Connolly to bring 
an action for its recovery. Trusting this 
unpleasant duty may be obviated either 
by a delivery of the paper to me as his 
attorney or that I may be convinced his 
statement as to fits procurement or de- 
livery is incorrect, I beg to remain, 

‘Very respectfully, 
“LYMAN EB. WARREN.” 
Judge Sent for Lawyer. 

Justice Cohalan did not avail himself 
of the opportunity extended to him by 
Warren to convince the lawyer that 
Connolly’s statements to Warren as to 
the procurement or delivery of the $4000 
note were incorrect. 

Instead, Justice Cohalan asked the 
lawyer to come to his chambers Thurs- 
day morning. Warren did not return 
from Albany, where he had been argu- 


jing @ case before the Court of Appeals, 


till Wednesday night. 

When he reached his office Thursday 
morning he found a message there to 
the effect that Justice Cohalan had 
requested Warren to call him up.on the 
telephone at Il o’clock. 

Was Ready to File Suit. 

The lawyer at once informed Connolly 
that he would not telephone Justice 
Cohalan, but would treat the message 
as a failure on the Judge's part to reply 
to his letter. Warren and his client 
then went into consultation and the 
lawyer began drafting the complaint in 
an action against Daniel F. Cohalan, 
with John A. Connolly plaintiff. The 
complaint, as drafted, set forth that 
Justice Cohalan had given his specific 
promise, as consideration for the 34000 
note, on April 5, 1911, and at other times, 
to procure for John A. Connolly some 
appointive position either in the State 
or municipal government. Warren just 
had finistied the rough draft when the 
telephone bell rang. It was then half 
past eleven, noon being the time limit 
set by Warren im his letter within which 
he would expect efther the surrender of 
the note or & satisfactory explanation.

‘Chief of Police Young 
Were With Colonel 


or Nathan Frank, Who 
on Visit Here in 1910, 


Expected to Go. 


A prominent member of the Progress- 
ive party in St. Louis told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yestérday that’ either 
Chief of Police Young.or Nathan Frank, 
an attorney, may go with former Gov. 
Hadley to Marquette, Mich., to testify 
concerning Col. Roosevelt’s sobriety on 
the occasion of his visit to St. Louis, 
Oct. 11, 1910. They were with the former 
president during most of his stay here 
and are wanted to refute the statement 
yralleged to have been made in a depo- 
sition by the defense in the libel suit 
concrning the Colonel when he arrived 
at Union Station. . 


It was on this visit to St. Louls that 
Roosevelt went up in an aeroplane with 
Arch Hoxsey and the deposition in ref- 
erence to this incident alse contains a 
statement about the Colenel which will 
be combated. , 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday Chief Young expressed 
reluctance to discuss the matter. Pressed 
for a statement as to whether he would 
attend, the libel trial the Chief said he 
had not been served with a subpoena, 
but that. when asked yesterday by a 
Progressive leader here if he would be 
@ witness for the Colonel he answered 
that he would net ignore a process of 
court. 

Chief Young said he met Roosevelt 
at Union Station gnd escorted him, at 
the head of a squad of police, to the 
Hotel Jefferson. _From there the Chief 


went with the visitor to the aero 
| grounds and back to the hotel, then to 
the Coliseum and back to the Jefferson. 
The next morning the Chief was with 
the escort of the former president to 
Union Station, when he was leaving. 

Perfectly Seber in Acroplane. 

Col. Roosevelt did not show a sign of 
liquor any of the time, Young said. 
“He was absolutely sober, wide awake 
and vigorous, and every act of his was 
that of a sober man,”’ the Chief added. 
“I was within three feet of him when 
he entered the aeroplane and he showed 
not one sign of nérvousness’nor drink.” 

Others with the Colonel most of 
the time on this visit were Gov. Had- 
ley, Nathan Frank and Louis Nolte, 
former Sheriff, who drove the auto- 
mobile.

Hadley to Attend te Person. 

According to information given .to

Back of this note lies a series of trans- 
actions in the years 1904, 1906 and 1906 
between Connolly and Cohalan, which 
involved the payments of various sums 
to Daniel F. Cohalan by Connolly, ag- 
gregating $3940.55. Cohalan, then a ris- 
ing power in Tammany Hall, exacted 
this money then as the price of ex- 
erting his influence with the heads of 
certain city departments in the first ad- 
ministration of Mayor McClellan to ob- 
tain orders for city work for the Victor 
Heating Co., a corporation owned and 
controlled by John A, Connolly. 
Cohalan demanded and obtained from 
Connolly 65 per cent of the net profits 
on all such city work that came to! 
Connolly’s. company through Cohalan’s 
political influence, and the payments 
made to Him were calculated on this 
basis, 

The first falling out between the two 
men, who had been friends for yéars, 
arose in 1906, when Cohalan demanded 
$1500 more than Connolly calculated was 
due him. 

Charles F. Murphy was made fully ac- 


and told Connolly he had ordered Co- 
halan to repay the money. Cohalan did 
repay the money in May, 1900, but only 
after he had been served’ with the sum- 
mons and complatrit in an action to re- 
cover it, and after he had, over his sig- 
nature, denied owing any part of the 
money, and had expressed his ‘“‘aston- 
ishment” at the claim. 

Nevertheless, though well aWare both 
of the collection of this money and its 
repayment, Charlies F. Murphy re- 
quested Gov. John A. Dix to nominate 
Daniel ¥. Cohalan to fill the unexpired 
term of Justice O’Gorman on the Su- 
rreme Court bench when O’Gorman had 
Leen elected United States Senator, the 
honor which Cohalan himself had striv- 
en for In vain. And In the fall of 1911. 
still with all the facts before him, 
Charles F. Murphy nominated Daniel 
F. Cohalan for a 14-year term as Su- 
preme Court Justice, and brought about 
his eléction. 

Cohalan Paid Back Money. 
Charles F. Murphy was advised by a 
committee of six representative Trish- 
men, friends of Connolly, and personally 
Fnown to Murphy, in March, 1909, that 
Cohalan, then Grand Sachem and chair- 
man of the Laws Committee, had been, 
in the very words of the committee 
“grafting” on Connolly. Murphy re- 
buffed the committee, which saw him 
at his home, but the following day, in 
Tammany Hall, informed Connolly that 
he had teléphoned Cohalan to pay back 
every cent of the money that Cohalan 
had received from Connolly.

Nice Distinctions for Court.

“They are drunk, but they don’t 
know it,” writes one. “One drink 
unloosens the tongue and when that 
happens the man is drunk,” writes 
another. 

Under a ruling of a Michigan State 
court, the defense will have a diffi- 
cult time in establishing what is 
drunkenness. 

Intoxication and Drunkenness. 

The ruling set forth' that when a 
man could walk straight and give 
his name and address he was not 
drunk. Another court in the State 
ruled on the definition of the words 
“intoxication” and “drunkenness.” 
This decision held that.a man might 
be intoxicated and not be drunk. In- 
toxication was merely a slight over- 
stimulation. 

To be drunk was to be incapable of 
mental or physical effort, to be inca- 
pable of locomotion or certainty of 
direction, to have a confusion of 
ideas, loss of memory, to be speech- 
less Or incompetent This was pro- 
nounced the drunk superlative. * 
The court recognized that there 
were many phases and moods of 
frunkenness. _The effect of an ex- 
cess of alcohol was largely individ- 
ual; what is moderation for one ig 
excess for anothér. The moods in 
certain men numbered as many as 
four stages. There was the goo 
humored stage and the belligerent, 
the pathetic and the lachrymose. 
The court concluded by holding that 
intoxication was not drunkenness. 

Considering the court definitions of 
drunkenness and intoxication, it has 
been observed that Newett will have 
quite a task in his effort to prove 
Roosevelt guilty of the charge of drink- 
ing made against him in the Ishpeming 
Iron Ore. Nowhere tn the article com- 
plained of does he use the word intoxi- 
cation. He uses the shorter Saxon term. 
Newett’s answer to the Roosevelt biil 
of complaint is short.

After the elopement not a-word was 
heard from the couple until today, when 
an Aurora undertaker teléphoned to a 
banker at Morris and asked if Mrs. 
Collins-Schauers had money on deposit 
to cover burial expenses. 

The banker at once told Sheriff Fran- 
cis and.State’s Attorney Frank H. 
Hayes of the message and they tele- 
graphed Chief of Police Michaels of Au- 
rora to arrest Schauers and hold him. 

An autopsy tonight disclosed nothing 
positive, according to the physicians, 
but the stomach will be taken to Chi- 
cago for a chemical analysis. Death 
was caused by pneumonia, according to 
the physician's. certificate. 

When arrested today, Schauers said 
that his bride was ‘55 years old’ and 
that he was 41. Later he said his bride 
might be ‘about 70.”’ He said he mar-

IN CONTEMPT CASE 


Twelve Grounds Urged on Su- 
preme Court for Review of 
Appeals Decision. 


WASHINGTON, May 24,— Request 
for a review of the decision of the 
Court of Appeals sustaining contempt 
charges against them was made of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States by President Gompers, Vice- 
President Mitchell and Secretary 
Morrison of the American Federation 
of Labor. ; 

Twelve grounds were urged upon 
the court for a review. That upon 
which most stress was laid was that 
the punishment was barred | BY the 
statute of limitation. 

Factor of Time in Case. 

“To permit the punishment of men 
for alleged contempt years after the 
time of the act supposed to have been 
committed,” contended Jackson H. 
Ralston, the attorney whose name 
was signed to the application, “and 
when the materials necessary for de- 
fense may have been destroyed, is to 
lay the foundations for future 
injustice. If the position taken 
by the majority of the Court of 
Appeals is correct, the courts in this 
country possess the unrestrained 
right at any distance of time after 
the commission of a supposed offense 
against their dignity to pursue the 
offender. That is a right which ex- 
ists in no other branch of the Gov- 
ernment and its existence negatives 
all the ideas of the advantage of 
judicial peace through the passing of 
time, inculcated by philosophical 
writers, lawyers and judges.” 

Claim Error by Court. 

The attorney also claimed error 
was committed by the local court in 
selecting the attorneys for the Bucks 
Stove and Range Co. to make the 
preliminary determination of whether 
a contempt had been committed, in- 
stead of petecting the Disprict At- 
torney. 

The application will be brought to 
the attention: of the court Monday, 
when it probably will be taken under 
consideration until the next meeting.

“AND 935 GHINESE 


Advance Figures From ‘Red 
Book” Indicate 93,099 Immi- 
grants in Seven Years. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May “&—With a 
view to establishing what class of im- 
migrants are flocking into Missouri and 
how désirable they are, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics has collected informa- 
tion on the supject. Commissioner John 
Tl. Fitzpatrick today made public facts 
and figures on the yellow and brown 
“perfl’’ as it pertains to Missouri. 

From the clase of 195 to and includ- 
ing most of 1912, 93,099 immigrants en- 
tered the seaports of United States with 
Missduri as their intended destination. 
These figures do not include the aliens 
who came into the country with some 
other state as their settling point, 
changed their mind and came to Mis- 
sour. 

Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Ed- 
monston estimates that there are about 
112 Japanese in Missouri, these figures 
being based on the Federal census of 
1910, when 99 were found by enumerators 
as compared to 9 for 1900 and 6 for 1890. 
in 1911 6 Japanese entered this coun- 
try as immigrants with Missouri as their 


the number here 113, had all remained, 
but one Japanese. 
his native land. 

The 1919 census gave Jackson 
County, including Kansas City, 33 
Japanese; Newton County 1; St. Louis 
County 12; the city of St. Louis 43, 
and scattering ,over the remainder of 
Missouri 10. Where the 14 new com- 
ers of 1911 and 1912 settled is not 
known, officially. 

China is better represented in Mis- 
souri than Japan, the census of 1910 
revealed that there were 535 Chinese 
here, compared to 449 for 1900 and 
409 for 1890.

and for 1912, 14. In those two years 
36 returned to China, 32 leaving in 
1912, probably to assist in the instal- 
lation of the Chinese Republic. Ti.e

Kansas City, 63; Jasper County, 2; St. 
Louis County, 5; the city of St. Louls, 
423, and the remainder of the State, 
34.

The De Soto osteopath says he has 
been able to partly cure cases that 
were said to be incurable by the medi- 
cal profession with the aid of a few 
simple discoveries. He says he found 
that the soft palate could be moved 
forward a full inch without injuring it, 
enabling the operato#to easily pass his 
finger through the mouth upwards and 
forwards to the back of the nose, so 
that he could dissect the adenoids, clear 
the tubes and straighten the cervicle 
vertebrae—all of which conditions he 
has found in each case of deafness.

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Passing of a Great Industry 


HE historical importance and the “rais°n d'etre” of the 1500-mile cattle drive of 1000 
steers from San Antonio to San Francisco, which is planned by Texas cattlemen, are 
that it will record in imposing fashion the passing of what was once an enormous and 


picturesque American industry. 


After the extermination of the giant hordes of buffalo which ¢formerly ranged the Western 


plains, their place was taken by vast troops of cattle. 


To care for them there was evolved the 


cowboy, a type so orig.nal in language and habits that he gave rise to an entire literature 
and originated a romantic idea which aided a distinguished leader of a regiment of “Rough 


Riders” to attain the presidential chair. 


Today the cowboy is practically obsolete in the United States. 


The farmer pressed into the 


great spaces of the West and fenced them within grain plantations, which drove the cow- 
puncher and his herds farther and farther back, until there was little room left. 
Many of the caftlemen or their children went into agriculture or into business in the towns 


which grew up by hundreds on the plains once sacred to the steer. 


But others found refuge 


on the pampas of the Argentine Republic, the vast and unsettled reaches of which cualify it to 


become the world’s cattle producing country for years to come. 


It is frequently said that-the 


cattle business in the Argentine Republic is conducted by stockyards men from Chicago and 


cowboys from the West. 


It is to commemorate a poetic phase of the great West, which even in this generation has 
faded from a reality to a romance, that the greatest cattle drive in history is being planned 


as a feature of\the Panama Exposition. 


herd will travel only about 10 miles a day on 
the average and it will take about a year to make 
the journey. It is the intention to make the 
drive a faithful portrayal of a phase of Western 
life that has almost passed away and that we are 
reminded of today only by brush, pencil] and pen. 

It is the intention to sell the cattle in San 
Francisco and this will pay a part of the ex- 
pense of the trip, but only a small part, as the 
intention is not to make a profit from the drive, 
but to attract attention by the novelty of it. 

Mr. Gilroy said about it: “It is too soon yet 
to say that the drive will be made. It is only 
being talked about and an effort is being made 
to interest wealthy ranchers and cattle men in 
the scheme. 

“It ig not at al] impossible of aecomplishment. 
The railroads across the desert make it easier 
now than in the old days to make the drive as 
i. will furnish more watering places. But it 
has been done in the old days when water holes 
were far apart. Cattle can travel 48 miles with- 
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out water and we will have no such stretch as 
that wholly dry. But it will be a hard drive if 
it-is undertaken.” 

The route as planned now is from San Antonio 
west to Shumla on the Rio Grande River and 
from there the* route of the Southern Pacific 
Railwgy will be followed through Terrell, Brew- 
ster, Presidio, Jeff Davis, Culberson and El Paso 
counties, Texas., to El Paso on the Rio Grande 
River again. New Mexico will be entered at 
that point and the trail will still follow the 
Southern Pacific across Donaana, Luna and 
Grant counties entering Arizona at Cavot. From 
there the route will be straigyt across Arizona, 
following the Southern Pacific to Yuma where 
California will be entered.

From Eight Attempts on His Life 
— Latest Three Bullets Fired Point 
Blank by Anarchist on M.drid 
Street — By Coolness in Danger

HE eighth attempt within

turned to profit in a 

manner proving that his 
remarkable genius for popularity is unimpaired. 
‘ For, despite his youth—he is only 27 years old

fin the most favorable sense which is rivaled 
@mong leaders today only by Theodore Roose- 
}velt and Emperor William of Germany. Indeed,

Alfonso was unhurt, but one of the bullets 
grazed his horse, The young King aroused the 
frenzied admiration of his subjects by display- 
ing the utmost coolness of demeanor in the pres- 
ence of death. His first thought was to dispatch 
a courier to carry tidings of his safety to his 
Queen and mother, whom the sound of the shots 
had made hysterical. 

Then he remounted his horse and after only a 
few minutes’ delay, rode on imperturbably to 
his palace, amid the enthusiastic applause of the 
populace. On the next morning the King took 
his usual. gallop through the parks, and was 
noisily saluted by the crowds, whom the attack 
cn their ruler’s life and hig courage hal stirred 
te a delirium of loyalty. 

“Rather than be cowards, Kings are obliged 
to be rash,” is one of Alfonso’s favorite maxims, 
he being well aware of the psychologica] fact 
that personal intrepidity on the part of a mon- 
arch awakens a romantic emotion in his subjects 
which goes far towards making them docile and 
devoted under his rule. 

To enhance his popularity, the King took a 
further measure which, according to the tyran- 
nical etiquette of the Spanish court, the decorum 
of which is the haughtiest and most sternly dig- 
nified in Rurope, was nothing less than a revolu- 
tion againat convention.

It was simply 
a “news” interview, in easy, conversational style, 
telling the public just what happened and how 
he felt and acted. 

“I had reached the corner of Calle de Alcala,” 
be said, “opposite the house of the Marquis de 
Cuba, when I saw a man come out of the crowd 
with his hand inside his coat. He attempted to 
seize the bridle of my horse and while I failed 
to follow exactly what happened, he fired two 
revolver shots in my direction, 

“At the second shot my horse reared and, 
racking hastily, upset my assailant. I[mmediate- 
ly two of my private policemen jumped on the 
man, who managed to fire a third shot, wound- 
ing a policeman. I then dismounted and found 
that my horse was only slightly hurt. A bullet 
had grazed him over the saddlegirth. I re- 
mounted and returned to the palace.” 

In England, Germany and probably even in 
the little Balkan kingdoms, the royal version of 
the attempted assasination would have heen is- 
sued in the third person by some under-secretary. 
Alfonso’s unconventionality is evidence of his 
keen perception of the fact that even in Spain 
a King cannot be maintained in this day by the 
hedge of some vague and mysterious divinity, 
and that, if he is to keep his throne, he must 
put himself abreast of the liberal and democratic 
spirit of the times. 

Perhaps this obligation is particularly neces- 
sary in a Spanish monarch. In Great Britain 
and Germany the Hanoverian and Hohenzollern 
dynasties are firmly settled on the throne. They 
ave menaced by no pretenders to the crown. Re- 
jublican tendencies in both empires are con- 
servative and cautious, in contrast with the 
voleanie violence of popular movements in coun- 
tries like France and Spain. 

When Alfonso was crowned King in 1902. as a 
boy of 16 years old, the throne was weakened by 
cne of the most turbulent centuries of misrule 
in Spanish history. It had seen the country suc- 
cessively an absolute monarchy, an anarchy, a 
republic and a constitutional monarchy. It had 
seen a king held prisoner for three years by mu- 
tinous army officers and freed only by French bay- 
onets. It had seen a Queen regent driven into ex- 
ile by the revolt of a popular General, who became 
regent hinself. 

It had beheld the profligate reign of Isabella 
II, Alfonso’s «grandmother, her deposition and 
exile, the importation of an Italian Prince as 
King, his overthrow and the establishment of a 
republic. It had . witnessed repeated invasions 
by the Carlists, as the supporters of the pretenders 
to the Spanish throne are called. Under the 

regency of Alfonso’s mother, Spain was stripped 
by the United States of the last vestige of her 
once stupendous colonial empire.

ithe time had come when kings, like other men, 


must “be on the job” if they wish to reign; and 
justify their existence by efficiency at the task 
of ruling, as well as win the attachment of their 
subjects by displaying to them a romantic and 
picturesque individuality. 

Alfonso’s first significant revolt against the 
clerical-conservative party which had dominated 
the Government was in his marriage. The 
eligible princesses of all Europe were paraded 
oefore him. It was expected that he would choose 
bis Queen from among the great Catholic houscs 
of Europe. Instead, he made a love-match with 
a British princess, Victoria Eugenie of Batten- 
berg, granddaughter of Queen Victoria and cousin 
of King George. Although Princess Ena, as she 
was affectionately called, was converted to the 
Catholic faith and received from the Pope the 
singular distinction of the gift of the Golden 
Rose, the alliance was for years known in Spaia 

“the Protestant marriage.” 

Before wedding hig Queen, Alfonso had alresdy 
passed through four attempts to murder hin. 
On June 18, 1903, a lunatic shot at him and his 
mother as they were returning from church tn 
Madrid. In January, 1904, a bomb was »la ed 
just outside the royal palave, but was ‘lete ted 
before it exploded. On May 31, 1905, a bom) was 
thrown at the King and President loubet of 
France as they were driving together through 
the streets of Paris. Though only 19 years of 
age, Alfonso behaved with the coolness of 4 
veteran soldier under fire. In November of that 
year cartridges were exploded in the Church of 
San Pedro, Madrid, where he was attending 
servicer. 

His courage was to be submitted to a still 
more terrible ordeal. Cn the day of his wedding, 
May 31, 1906, he was driving with his bride from 
the church in which they had been united with 
ali the stately ceremonial of Spanish etiquette. 
They rode in the famous pearl and ebony royal 
coach. An anarchist named Matteo Morales 
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‘murdering a 


hurled a bomb, concealed in a bouquet of flowers, 
at the young couple. It struck an electric wire, 
was deflected and fell into the crowd, killing 
li persons. 

Alfonso was the most self-possessed person in 
the assemblage. While his wife fainted and the 
throng was panic-stricken, he leaped from the 
coach, restored order among the troops and the 
people, and superintended the removal of the 
dead and wounded. Then he took hig seat again 
it, the carriage which had been the assassin’s 
target and continued the procession to the palace. 
Morales killed himself three days later after 
detective who found his hiding 
piace, 

Two years afterwards a labor outbreak in 
Barcelona caused the ministry to proclaim mur- 
tial law there, and the most drastic legislation 
was prepared for stamping ont agitators and an- 
archists. In this crisis Alfonso terrified his 
ministers and also confounded the insurrection- 
ists by suddenly appearing on a surprise visit at 
the very center of the revolt, in Barcelona itself 

His audacity in putting himself at the mercy 
ef those who had sworn to take his life had a 
natura] result—a bomb was thrown at him on the 
atreets of Barcelona. But it also had the result 
of stirring up in the people, always susceptible 
to an act of romantic courage, particularly when 
dashed with the theatricai. an enthusiasm so 
fervent that the ministry was convinced the 
danger was over and withdrew the crushing leeis- 
letion it had proposed. The King then fs*ued an 
ordinance re-establishing constitutional gvaran- 
tees in Catalonia. 

The seventh attack on hig life occurred on 
Jan. 4, 1911. Alfonso had scarcely entered the 
palare of his Governor-General in Malaga when 
a bomb was exploded at the door through which 
rhe had just passed. 

These attacks on his life have always been 
turned to profit by the King’s personal intrepid- 
ity. Because of his popularity he could venture 
to put Prof. Ferrer to death and to break with 
the Vatican. Disgraceful defeats of his troops 
at the hands of Moroccan savages left his prea-

tige unimpaired. The death of the indolent old 
Pretender, Dor Carlos, and the ruccession of his 
son, Don Jatme, an energetic young man, who 
served gallantly in the Russian army during the 
Japanese war, left the Carlists in their previous 
hopelessness. When Don Jainte promptly sought 
<o make political capital out of Alfonso’s quarrel 
with the Pope, the Spanish Premier could afford 
to laugh. Even some of the sourest republicans 
are persuaded that they can carry more of their 
reforms in co-operation with the young King 
than by attempting to overturn hig throne. 


Next to Emperor William, Alfonso has the 
most expert talent of all European sovereigns 
for getting his name in print—and it is usually 
in some engaging and admirable aspect. Today, 
ar one of the most skillful yachtsmen in Burope, 
he is winning a cup against 48 French vessels at 
Biarritz. Tomorrow he ig voyaging in a dirig- 
ible balloon, or disappearing on a frolic from the 
palace, to the alarm of his courtiers; or out 
~vearing his companions in some feat of physical 
endurance. 

His instinct for publicity and popularity finds

In other words, I made up my mind that, 
while I must earn money, I could afford to 
make earning money the secondary instead 
of the primary object of my career.

A man should have some other occupa- 
tion—I had several other occupations—to 
which he can resort if at any time he is 
thown out of office, or if at any time he 
finds it necessary to choose a course which 
will probably result in his being thrown 
out, unless he is willing to stay in at cost 
to his conscience. 

At that day, in 1880, a young man of my 
bringing up and convictions could join 
only the Republican party, and join it I 
accordingly did.

the room. We had regular meetings once 
yr twice a month, and between times the 
place was treatéd, at least on certain 
lights, as a kind of club-room. 

[ went around there often enough -to 
have the men get accustomed to me and 
to have me get accustomed to them, so that 
we began to speak the same language, and 
so that each could begin to live down in 
the other’s mind what Bret Harte has called 
‘‘the defective moral quatity of being a 
stranger.’

I soon became on good terms with a 
number of ordinary ‘‘heelers’’ and even 
some of the minor leaders.

Warns Americans Against Gambling. 


It is hard to admit it, but it was not until to- 
ward the end that I discovered I was being cheat- 
ed! The system ‘of robbing in the fashionable 
casinos is extraordinarily complicated, and is done 
so deftly that only the smartest professional 
gumester can detect it. But I was “rooked,” as it 
is called on the continent, and I did not discover 
it till the brother-in-law of M. de Witte, the Rus- 
sian statesman, called it to my attention at Biar- 
ritz. 

Every American who goes abroad and decides 
to take a fling should take warning. The game 
cannot be beaten in the first place, and added to 
'that undeniable fact is the hidden percentage, 
resulting from knavery that operates against every 
player. Let every traveler take my advice—don't 
gamble. 

It was with a light heart that I started out on 
my meteoric career at the green tables. I had 
met a gay party at Monte Carlo, where I had gone 
with Anna Held, who was then my wife. : I felt 
like trying my luck, since some of my rich Ameri- 
can friends who were there were in high feather 
over their own succéss.

recently at Quincy, III, 

where she is an inmate 

of the Soldiers and Sail- 

ors’ Home under the 

name “Albert D. J. Cash- 

\ A ier.” Whatever caused 

this strange woman to don masculine apparel and 

go through life in the guise of a man will perhaps 
always remain a mystery. 


Another mystery was her disappearance for 40 
years. This period is a blank alike to both her 
acquaintances and the civil authorities. No inkling 

‘where she was or what she did during those 

ars has been obtained. About five years ago she 
‘ speared at the home of former State Senator 
la M. Lish of Saunemin, Livingston County, 111. 
He employed her, believing that she was a man, 
to attend to his garage. She proved to be an ex- 
pert machinist and kept the automobiles in re- 
pair. : 

While in the employe of Lish it was that the 
life secret of “Albert D. J. Cashier” became known 
t» others than herself. Lish went to his garage 
cone February morning to get his automobile. The 
engine was cold and coud not be started. Cashier 
examined the machine for defects and _ then 
walked behind the car. Lish had climed into the 
front seat and was working at the levers. Sud- 


denly the auto shot backwards, running Cashier 
down and breaking her leg in two places. She. 


was carried into the house, and when the physi- 
cian arrived her mask of half a century was torn 
away. 

She eluded practically all questions pertaining 
to herself. Among the subjects she declined to 
discuss were her real name,: why she wore male 
garb or any part of her lif tween the close of 
the C*x*. War and the date when she applied to 
Lish for employment: When pressed for answers 
she would say: “Now, doctor, you are asking 
me things that I do n ot care to tell you.” In the 


end she pledged both Lish and the physician to. 


keep her secret. The only event of her past life 
that she would discuss freely was that she had 
a soldier in the Federal army. She said 
had been born in Ireland and intimated that 
she had run away from home and come to Amer- 
ica as a stowaway. 
When Lish learned that she was a Civil War 
veteran he communicated with Col. J. O. Ander- 
son, superintendent of the Soldiers and Sailors’ 


Home, in regard to the admittance of “Albert D. J. 


Cashier.” He confidentially told Col. Anderson 
that Cashier was a woman. All arrangements 
were made and on May 5, 1911, three months after

COW in: she was received at the home I 
informed the physicians at the hos- 
pital of the sex of the soldier and in- 
structed them to carefully guard the secret. This 
was done from the time of her admission until 
the mental condition of the soldier became such 
that she could not properly care for herself. It 
then became necessary to inform the trained 
nurses and the attendants in charge of the ward 
of the sex of the soldier, and in turn to pledge 
them to secrecy. 

“Notwithstanding that every precaution was 
taken to hide the knowledge, it finally leaked out. 
When the information was published it was a 
great surprise to substantially all the members of 
the home, none being more surprised than the em- 
ployes of the hospital who had met her daily for 
months. ; 

“As to her early history, I have not been able 
to ascertain anything further back than the date 
of her enlistment in the Union army. I am of 
the opinion that she came to this country dis- 
guised asa boy, and that at that time, there being 
much excitement and great efforts to recruit sol- 
diers, she enlisted as a man and served through- 
out the war. 


“Since her admission to the home her deport- 
ment has been exemplary. She has been friend- 
ly with all, but intimate with none. She has al- 
ways been affable and pleasant. She neither 
drinks, smokes nor swears. 

“I am hopeful of obtaining some information re- 
garding her antecedents through the baptismal 
records of the churches in Ireland, where I un- 
derstand they are very complete, and I am now 
making efforts to that end’) Some two months 
ago her mental condition became so impaired that 
it became necessary to have her adjudged insane. 
This was done and she will be transferred to the 
Jacksonville asylum whenever it seems best to do 
so, such authority having been granted by the 
State Board of Administration upon my applica- 
tion.” 

Before the accident occurred in. which the right 
leg of “Albert D. J. Cashier” was broken, her eyes 
were bright, her skin clear and smooth, her mind 
vigorous; her hair without even a_tinge of gray. 
She walked erect, lite a soldier, without the aid 
of either cane or crutch.

When a Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the Soldiers and Saiiors’ Home he was introduced 
to Cashier by Col. Anderson. She was then eating 
dinner in her room at the hospital. When the 
superintendent entered the room the soldier half 
arose and saluted him. 

“T want to introduce you to a friend of mine, 
Albert,” said Col. Anderson. 

“T am glad to met you,” she said and extended 
her hand. } 

She was dressed in a blue, regulation uniform. 
Her coat was fastened its entire length with brass 
buttons, which she rubbed stealthily with her 
sleeve, as though to polish them for inspection. 

There is only one thing that has literally kept 
this woman alive since she has been at the home, 
the physicians there say. That is the fact that 
she believes her secret is still unknown to all at 
the home except the physicians and women nurses 
in the hospital. She is not aware that Col. An- 
derson or any of her comrades know the identity 
of her sex. 

Were this known to her, the physicians say, she 
would either become hopelessly insane or she 
would not be able to survive the shock. All news- 
papers containing accounts of herself have been 
kept away from her, and no one is permitted to 
mention the secret in her presence. 


Col. Anderson has made many attempts to learn 
the identity of this mysterious woman, but he has 
always met with failure. Every effort to trace her 
early history before she enlisted has veen unsuc- 
cessful. On two or three occasions she has spoken 
hazily of an uncle without mentioning either his 
name or his whereabouts. Col. Anderson sought 
the assistance of officials in a number of cities in 
Ireland, but their efforts to learn something o' 
the woman have been futile. She refused to name 
the place where she was born. She eludes all 
questions as to when she first began wearing men’s 
clothes. 

The first authentic information about “Albert 
D J. Cashier” dates back to Aug. 6, 1862, when 
she appeared dressed as a man at Belvidere, I[Il., 
and enlisted in the army. No one sus, ected that 
she was a woman. She was mustered into the 
service a month after her enlistment, and was 
one of the thirty-odd survivors of the company at 
the end of the war.

. So successful has this method of in- 
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culcating music by rhythm, which its inventor 
calls “Burhythmics,” ome that teachers from 
all over the world © agead there to study it. 
So far as can be learned it has not yet been in- 
troduced in America, but a book in which it is 
described has aroused so much interest among 
educators in New York that some up-to-date music 
school is sure to put it into practice in the near 
future. 

There is nothing new in eurhythmics, only a re- 
surrection of a long forgotten art. The ancient 
Greeks knew it and their children practiced it in 
their gymnasiums. It is merely the interpretation 
of musical rhythms in graceful motions of the 
human body. Prof. Jaques-Dalcroze believes that 
young children should begin their study of music 
with studying its rhythm. He commences with 
simple marching; the different time measures are 
taught by means of various accentuations with the 
feet. After a year of eurhythmics, the child is 
taught to sing music by ear and to recognize all 
the different keys and their chords. By the time 
he is 8 years old he is ready to take piano lessons, 
and he learns not only with far greater rapidity 
than he would if, he had not been through this 
preliminary training, but with far more joy to 
himself. For now he is merely learning how to 
use a machine on which he can express ideas he 
already has. He is full of musical experiences. 
He can almost from the beginning improvise his 
own music’ and he will naturally devise and play 
such complex rhythms as occur only to the most 
learned composers. 

The system is based upon two ideas: 1. Time 
is shown by the movements of the arms. 2. Time- 
values, i. e., note-duration. by movements of the 
feet and body. In the early stages this principle 


is observed strictly, but as proficiency is attained 


it is varied by many ingenious ways; for instance, 
the actual) notes played are represented by the 
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swaying of the arms, while the counterpoint in 
half, quarter or eighth notes is given by the feet, 
or the movements of the counterpoint are reduced 
te one step and analyzed in the mind. 

Every change is explained beforehand, so that 
it is expected, and at the word of command—al- 
ways “hopp!’’—is executed instantly. 

But eurhythmics are valuable to the pupil not 
only as the groundwork of his mus’cal studies, 
but as- general training of mind and body. His 
mind moves harmoniously both in itself and in 
its relation with its surroundings; his body re- 
sponds gracefully and inevitably to his mind. He 
has learned the beauty of natural form and har- 
mony, and while he expresses these unconsciously 
in his every movement and gesture, his mind is 
sensitive and responsive to the subtle beauties of 
every art.

Leather Made From Fungus. 


NE of the latest German patents protects

name “Albert D. J. Cash- 
ier.” Whatever caused

this strange woman to don masculine apparel and 
go through life in the guise of a man will perhaps 
always remain a mystery. 


Another mystery was her disappearance for 40 


years. This period is a blank alike to both her 
acquaintances and the civil authorities. No inkling 
ot where she was or what she did during those 
years has been obtained. About five years ago she 
appeared at the home of former State Senator 
Ira M. Lish of Saunemin, Livingston County, I1l. 
He employed her, believing that she was a man, 
to attend to his garage. She proved to be an ex- 
pert machinist and kept the automobiles in re- 
pair. ; 

While in the employe of Lish it .was that the 
life secret of “Albert D. J. Cashier” became known 
to others than herself. Lish went to his garage 
ene February morning to get his automobile. The 
engine was cold and cou:d not be started. Cashier 
examined the machine for defects and _ then 
walked behind the car.

Here is what Col.«Anderson has to say avout ‘the 
case: 
6 HEN she was received at the home I 
informed the physicians at the hos- 
pital of the sex of the soldier and in- 
structed them to carefully guard the secret. This 
was done from the time of her admission until 
the mental condition of the soldier became such 
that she could not properly care for herself. It 
then became necessary to inform the trained 
nurses and the attendants in charge of the ward 
of the sex of the soldier, and in turn to pledge 
them to secrecy. 

“Notwithstanding that every precaution was 
taken to hide the knowledge, it finally leaked out. 
When the information was published it was a 
great surprise to substantially all the members of 
the home, none being more surprised than the em- 
ployes of the hospital who had met her daily for 
months. 

“As to her early history, I have not been able 
to ascertain anything further back than the date 
of her enlistment in the Union army. I am of 
the opinion that she came to this country dis- 
gnised asa boy, and that at that time, there being 
much excitement and great efforts to recruit sol- 
diers, she enlisted as a man and served through- 
out the war. 


“Since her admission to the home her deport- 
ment has been exemplary. She has been friend- 
ly with all, but intimate with none. She has al- 
ways been affable and pleasant. She neither 
drinks, smokes nor swears. 

“I am hopeful of obtaining some information re- 
garding her antecedents through the baptismal] 
records of the churches in Ireland, where I un- 
derstand they are very complete, and I am now 
making efforts to that end. Some two months 
ago her mental! condition became so impaired that 
it became necessary to have her adjudged insane. 
This was done and she will be transferred to the 
Jacksonville asylum whenever it seems best to do 
so, such authority having been granted by the 
State Board of Administration upon my applica- 
tion.” 


Before the accident occurred in which the right 
leg of “Albert D. J. Cashier” was broken, her eyes 
were bright, her skin clear and smooth, her mind 
vigorous; her hair without even a_tinge of gray. 
She walked erect, lite a soldier, without the aid

When a Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the Soldiers and Saiiors’ Home he was introduced 
to Cashier by Col. Anderson. She was then eating 
dinner in her room at the hospital. When the 
superintendent entered the room the soldier half 
arose and saluted him. 

“T want to introduce you to a friend of mine, 
Albert,” said Col. Anderson. 

“T am glad to met you,” she said and extended 
her hand. : 

She was dressed in a blue, regulation uniform. 
Her coat was fastened its entire length with brass 
buttons, which she rubbed stealthily with her 
sleeve, as though to polish them for inspection. 

There is only one thing that has literally kept 
this woman alive since she has been at the home, 
the physicians there say. That is the fact that 
ehe believes her secret is- still unknown to all at 
the home except the physicians and women nurses 
in the hospital. She is not aware that Col. An- 
derson or any of her comrades know the identity 
of her sex. 

Were this known to her, the physicians say, she 
would either become hopelessly insane or she 
would not be able to survive the shock. All news- 
papers containing accounts of herself have been 
kept away from her, and no one is permitted to 
mention the secret in her presence. 


Col. Anderson has made many attempts to learn 
the identity of this mysterious woman, but he has 
always met with failure. Every effort to trace het 
early history before she enlisted has veen unsuc- 
cessful. On two or three occasions she has spoken 
hazily of an uncle without mentioning either. his 
name or his whereabouts. Col. Anderson sought 
the assistance of officials.in a number of cities in 
Ireland, but their efforts to learn something o' 
the woman have been futile. She refused to name 
the place where she was born. She eludes al) 
questions as to when she first began wearing men's 
clothes. 

The first authentic information about “Albert 
D. J. Cashier” dates back to Aug. 6, 1862, when 
she appeared dressed as a man at Belvidere, III., 
and enlisted in the army. No one sus, ected that 
she was a woman. She was mustered into the 
service a month after her enlistment, and was 
one of the thirty-odd survivors of the company ate 
the end of the war.
